Vet it is. But in 1860, when a lieutenant of 
cavalry, George Bascom, was sent out to par- 
ley with the Apaches over a boy born in 
captivity, he made Cochise his prisoner. 

Cochise es- 
caped, infuriated' by what be deemed a breach 
of trust. He then captured two white men 
and offered to trade them for his friends, 
prisoners taken by Lt. Bascom when he cap- 
tured Cochise* Bascom refused — and hanged 
his Indian prisoners. From that time on, 
Cochise, and all the Apache nation, vowed 
a great oath of revenge. 

Who was 
this Cochise? He wtas born sometime around 
1810 in the Chiricahua Mountains. There is 
very little known about his life until 1860, 
but he did distinguish himself in battle, and 
in the "perpetual wars that the Apaches 
waged against the Mexicans, At the time of 
his capture by Lt, Bascom, he was the fore- 
most warrior and chief among all the 
Apaches. 

During the 
dozen years between 1860 and 1872, Cochise 
and his warriors raged from the Gila River 
into Mexico and eastward as far as the Mim- 
bres River in New Mexico, His name was 
synonymous with terror and death. However, 
in 1872, due to the intercession of his good 
friend, Tom Jeffords, Cochise was induced 
to make peace with the white men. You 
readers who are especially interested in Co- 
chise and the Apaches can read a magnificent 
novel by Elliot Arnold entitled "Blood 
Brother" that deals with Tom Jeffords, Co- 
chise, and the Apaches* 

MANITOU The Great Spirit which the 

Indian worshipped, proves 
that the red man was a religious person. The 
Plains Indians knew the Great Spirit as the 
Wakan Tanka. In the woodlands of the East, 
the Great Spirit was known as the Manitou. 

There were lesser gods, of 
course, as there always are with barbaric 
peoples, The Itsika ma.Mdi 9 the spirit of the 
grey wolf, who spoiled the aim of the hunt* 
ere and covered up the game trails to the 



Indian hunters could not follow their quarry. 
The Kaduteta, the immortal old woman, who 
taught men to till the fields. The Morning 
Star among the Pawnees, worshipped at 
times with human sacrifice (the only record 
of human sacrifice to the spirits among all 
the Indian tribes). All the tribes had their 
own local deities. 

Above all, however, was the 
Great Spirit, no matter what each tribe called 
him* A prayer was offered to the Manitou 
whenever the Indians went out to fight or 
hunt, when they married, when they ate, 
They streaked their bodies and faces with 
different types of paint to propitiate the 
spirits of the woods or the plains, but they 
held the Wakan Tanka in greatest reverence, 

INDIAN GAMES Everyone knows that 

lacrosse — that game 
that is played with a leather ball and a netted 
stick by our own colleges these days — is 
descended from the Indian game of lacrosse. 
There were no defined markings of a play- 
ing field, however, when the Indians played 
it, A huge clearing was laid out and literally 
hundreds of players on each side joined in, 
Half the fun apparently was in hitting the 
opposing player, rather than scoring a goal ! 
Old Indians have told of games where every- 
one but one man was laid out unconscious 
on the field by flailing sticks! 

These games of la- 
crosse were usually played at great trading 
meetings held by several different tribes. It 
was a mild form of warfare, and must have 
pleased everyone but those who got the 
worst bruises and black eyes ! 

Another favorite 
game, especially among the woodlands In- 
dians, was throwing-the-snow-snake. The 
"snake" was a straight stick four feet long 
and the purpose of the game was to hurl 
the "snake" across the ice. It was a crude 
form of our own track event, hurling the 
javelin. 

The Sioux played a 
game with javelins (blunted, of course) and 
hoops. One or two players were detailed to 
keep the hoop rolling rapidly across the 
ground while the others took turns in trying 
to throw the javelin through it. The most 
points were scored by the participant who 
threw his javelin entirely through the hoop 
without stopping it. 
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Other games were 
-played with dice, a whipping top, a form of 
field hockey called shinny, with bows and 
arrows at selected targets, and guessing 
games. The 24th annual report of the Ameri- 
can Bureau of Ethnology was devoted to 
describing these Indian games — and was 
over 800 pages long! Evidently the Indians 
knew how to enjoy themselves, 

INDIAN BUCKSKIN Buckskin was 

the universal 
material for the garments of the Indians. 
The woodlands tribes, as well as the Plains 
tribes, used deerskin. These hides were tan- 
ned according to each tribal method. When 
the hide of; a buck or a deer is brought into 
the camp, it is scraped clean by the women, 
and then allowed to soak in water for several 
days. 

Washed with lye 
and hung over a skinned pole, the hide is 
again scraped. Cleansed in clear water, the 
skin is stretched as tight as a drumhead on 
a sapling frame. Then a paste made from the 
deer's brains (you will note that the Indian 
never wasted a thing) was rubbed into the 
softened hide. 

Now began a per- 
iod when the hide was washed and wrung 
out, washed and wrung out again, for several 
days. After this, it was hung over a smoke 
fire. When the hide reached the proper color, 
it was removed and folded, to make sure the 
same color penetrated throughout the hide. 

As a garment ma- 
terial, buckskin is warm and soft. It does 
not tear easily and is impervious to brambles. 

Some buckskins 
were white. These were the special property 
of the Cree Indians of Canada. Only they 
knew how to make such skins. 

INDIAN HAIR FASHIONS The wood- 
lands Indi- 
ans wore the scalploek, an upstanding ridge 
of black hair one to three inches long that 
ran from the top of the forehead down the 
nape of the neck. The rest of the head was 
shaved. In accordance with the peculiar In- 
dian type of war code, the idea of the scalp- 
lock was to make it easy for the enemy to 
scalp him — if he could! 

The Plains 
Indians, the southeastern tribes and the 
Texas tribes braided their hair so that it 
hung down over their chests. These braids 
were worked with red flannel to make them 
more colorful. 

Apache In- 
dians, and some Kiowas and Comanches. 
wore their hair scraggly, bound about with 
a cloth band. It fell to their shoulders and 
was cut short in bangs above their foreheads. 



INDIAN JEWELRY The .Indians were 

skilled workers in 
such metals as copper and silver. Even today, 
visitors to Arizona and New Mexico buy the 
wonderful silver belts and bracelets made by 
Pueblo and Navajo craftsmen. But in the 
olden days, what was it like? 

There are copper 
mines in the Great Lakes section. This cop- 
per found itself travelling the trade routes 
east and west in exchange for other com- 
modities. Other copper came from Nova 
Scotia and New Jersey, and from the Blue 
Ridge mountains. 

By heating the cop- 
per and then cooling it, the Indian copper- 
smiths discovered that it became tough and 
pliable. Then they hammered it into shape 
and polished it. Sometimes they ground it 
with sandstone. Punching or drilling put 
holes in it. 

From copper, the 
Indians made needles, pins, spearheads and 
arrowheads, adzes, chisels, axes, fish hooks, 
rods, and ornaments. The ornamental copper 
pieces included bracelets, necklets, armbands, 
ornamental discs that hung on rawhide 
thongs about the neck, anklets, beads for 
necklaces, belts of copper discs fitted to- 
gether with copper chains, pms and earrings, 
headbands, combs and rings. 

The Indian did not 
recognize copper as a metal. To him it was a 
soft stone. But despite his ignorance of what 
copper was, he discovered that it took de- 
signs hammered out with a stone hammer in 
the form of thunderbirds, the sun, the moon, 
animals and birds, trees, and various tribal 
emblems. Swastikas, circles, geometrical de- 
signs, and the crude stick figures of men 
were also employed to decorate their pieces. 

INDIAN LUCK One of the most fabulous 

pieces of luck can be well 
called "Indian luck." Many years ago, when 
■ the lands of the Indians were being taken 
away from them, the government needed a 
place to put these displaced persons. They 
did not want to give them good pasture lands 
or graze, because the American farmers and 
ranchers wanted this. And so they found a 
stony section of rocky land in Oklahoma. 
Here in Osage County were put the Indians 
whose fertile lands had been taken from 
them. 

Time passed. The Indians 
scratched at the gravelly ground that could 
not produce enough food to keep them 
healthy. 

Then one day, they dis- 
covered oil on these Indian lands. Oil com- 
panies poured money in fabulous amounts 
into their hands. From poverty, the Indians 
rocketed to vast fortunes. Millionaires they 
became, all of them!
